Law enforcement is often called upon to describe the nature and scope of the impact of 
advanced communications technologies. In response to this growing issue, several individual agencies, 
prosecutor offices, and law enforcement associations worked with the National Domestic 
Communications Assistance Center (NDCAC) to develop a Statistics Collection Tool to better quantify 
the full impact of advanced communications methods on investigations and cases. The statistics and 
examples collected by the Tool will be shared with the law enforcement community to use when 
discussing the loss of access to digital evidence with policymakers and legislators. Various types of 
information can be submitted with the Statistical Collection Tool, such as the story behind how the 
inability to collect evidence impacted an investigation, which puts the impact into context and shows 
real-life implications of the lack of access to evidence. For more information about the Statistics
